\nany ‘called testants are almost as destitute of the means of 
re as the - Although praiseworthy efforts have been and are 
ating for the dispersion of the moral darkness of the heathen 
the tt, the Christian world does not seem to any great.extent “ake 

momentous business of Missions. The efficiency of a prea 
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Gospel to rescue the heathen from their degraded state, and to eleny 
them to the position of an intellectual and a civilized people, is no 
debatable ground. Not only does it improve the temporal condition ¢ 
the heathen, but its chief e ciency is found in this: that tt saves them » 
well as us, from that eternal condemnation awaiting the ungodly and te 
impenitent. The success that has attended the faithful laborer in the 
vineyard of his Lord, whilst depositing the seed in the soil of the bum 
heart, is sufficient to silence objectors to the spreading of the Gomd 
amongst heathen nations. 

The world is to be converted; the field is the world; and by divine 
pointment the conversion of the world is to effected by the preaching d 
the word. The truth of God will never convert the world unless tk 
Gospel be preached to “every creature.” This fact is settled by divine 
testimony. On this point the promises of God are nothing more nor les 
promises to bless the efforts of his people. In the commission whid 
Christ gave to his Apostles to “teach all nations,” he engaged to be wit 
them, even unto the end of the world; but he nowhere intimates that 
will travel forth as the audible expositor of his own Gospel, He has fe 
wise ptirposes made the application of divine truth by human agents, a 
cessary to the conversion and salvation of men. ‘The sending of the 
Gospel ‘to the heathen, becomes then, a duty obligatory upon all Chris 
tians, and cannot be. dispensed with without incurring the displeasure o 
Heaven; and that Christian who is regardless of the entreaties for help 
from Pagan nations, is not only derelict in the discharge of duty, but fail 
to exemplify that ornament of the Christian, “Love to God and love ® 
man,” which should characterize every follower of the blessed Redeeme. 

The cause of Foreign Missions hag given a peculiar freshness and vige 
to the piety of the churches within past years. So have recent revival 
of religion. These two causes have moulded the hearts of God's people
